A new symbol, HAR, ap-
peared Tuesday for the first
time on the New York Stock
Exchange when trading began
in the A Common Stock of
Harvey Aluminum (Incorpor-
ated) of Torrance.

Outgrowth of a business

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a publicly held corporation'in
June, 1960, when 750,000 of
A Common shares were sold by
an underwriting group headed
by Kuhn, Loeb and Co., Incor-
porated, and Tucker, Anthony
and R. L. Day.

IN JULY of this year an ad-
ditional 1,000,000 shares of A
Common Stock were sold to
the public, the proceeds to be
used by the company for ex-
pansion and working capital.
Lawrence A. Harvey, board
chairman, said that the com-
pany is developing its own
bauxite mining reserves in vari-
ous countries and planning an
alumina plant to process ore
to supply its reduction facili-
ties.
